the roof. 
The flag will he dropped 
into prom inence when a nom ination 
for president has been made.

standards locating the state delega­ 
tions are am ong the striking decora­ 
tions. 
Painted, ringed and lettered 
sfter the m anner of old-fashioned rail­ 
road sem aphores, the standards ex ­ 
tend sev eral feet abov e the heads of 
the delegates. 
They are fastened to 
rods of iron which are flrmly fastened 
to the floor so th at they cannot be 
dislodged in m om ents of enthu siasm . 
By the tim e a m ajority of the dele­ 
gates had arriv ed at the Coliseu m 
ev ery breath of cool ou tside air had 
been absorbed. Fans were wav ing v ig­ 
orou sly in all parts of the hall. 
Coats 
were not long in coming off, collars 
and ties were loosened and the pictu re 
was th at of a shirt-sleev e conv ention. 
The day was oppressiv ely warm ou t­ 
side and In the hall was u ncom forta­ 
ble to the ex trem e.

St, Petersb urg, July 7.—In the ab ­ 
sence of official news from the seat of 
war the rum or m ongers are b usily at 
work. R eports of heav y fighting ab ov e 
Kal Chau hav e spread through the 
city, b ut they prob ab ly had their or­ 
igin in foreign telegram s, as the war 
office Is w ithout Inform ation on the 
sub ject. 
The situation In the zone of hostili­ 
ties Is not clear. 
Unofficial reports 
seem to indicate a lack of decision on 
the part of the Japanese, some of them 
saying that the Japanese are adv anc­ 
ing and others that they are retre at­ 
ing. 
The rains apparently hav e ceased 
for the moment, b ut there is a strong 
conv iction that on the ev e of torren­ 
tial rains the Japanese will not risk a 
general adv ance from the m ountains 
down on the plains, where In the ev ent 
of defeat It would b e alm ost im possi­ 
b le to extricate them selv es. 
On the 
other hand, b est-inform ed m ilitary cir­ 
cles b eliev e tn at nothing b ut a superi­ 
or force or im perativ e necessity as to 
transport conditions would compel the 
Japanese to relinquish passes which 
they ob tained after so much lab orious 
effort. 
The siege of Port A rthur, the hold­ 
ing and fortifying of the m ountain 
passes, a juncture of the forces of 
G enerals Kuroki and Oku and possib ly 
an extension of their lines to the west 
coast of Liao Tung in order to force 
out the R ussians from New Chwang 
so that they may secure a new b ase 
there, is conserv ativ ely regarded as 
the Japanese program for the next two 
months.

on, however, the penalties for nonat­ 
tendance became more and more se­ 
vere, until in Elizabeth’s reign such 
harsh legislation as the fo llo wing was 
passed: “All persons who do not go to 
church or chape! or other places where 
common pray er is said a cco rding to 
the act of uniform ity » hall forfeit £ 20 
per month to the queen, being thereof 
law fully convict, and suffer im prison­ 
m ent until paid.”
